This is undoubtedly a wise move on 
the paft of the Czar, and if he carries 
out his announced purpose in good 
faith, he will probably learn something 
which will be more or less to his ad- 
vantage. The discontent in Russia is 
doubtiess due, in chief part, to the 
despotic nature of the government. 
The present Czar, personally, is not 
a cruel man nor a despotic ruler, but 
the system for which he stands is 
more despotic than that of any other 
civilized nation on earth. The people 
have practically no voice in the con- 
duct of the government. The “consent 
of the governed” is virtually a thing 
unknown and unrecognized in Russia. 

In the midst of twentieth century 
civilization the Czar is seeking to 
maintain a medieval despotism. is it 
amy wonder that the ever-spreading 
desire for liberty and representative 
government should penetrate even io 
“darkest Russia“ This desire is at 
the basis of the social unrest in his 
empire. Since it may not safely and 
expression in words, it must needs find 
expression in deeds which are in ane 
way or afiother a protest against op- 
pression and repression. . 

The spirit of liberty cannot be de- 
stroyed. Though crushed to earth, like 
truth, it will rise again, to confound 
the oppressor. It is destined, in the 
fullness of time, to triumph through- 
out the earth; and our own great, 
free, independent and virile republic 
is, and is to be, its evangel, its de- 
fender, its champion, its disseminator. 
it the Czar will question his subjects 
freeiy, and will permit them, without 
prejudice, to answer him as freely, 
he will learn what his people desire 
and need—a system of representative, 
constitutional government, in place of 
the despotism by and through which 
they are at present governed. They 
are not prepared for a republican sys- 
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tem—which, cf course, will be im- 
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the people 
him the fullest 
But we may be sure 
cut out for the young ruler, for he wil! 
find himself opposed by 
the country, who have 
sufferings and of the peas- 
antry and they will combat reformation 
to the last extremity. The Czar's fear 
of assassination is not to be from the 
common people of his realm, but from 
those high in the state and migfity in 
power. We shall soon see if the Czar 
is greater than the nobles—if he is in 
reality the ruler and not the slave of 
his subjects who are of the Russian 
400.“

HATCHERY STATION LAW. 
CANNERS WANT IT REPEALED. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
TACOMA (Wash.) July. 4.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Owners of Alaska al- 
mon canneries are advocating the re- 
peal of the present law which requires 
salmon-packing companies to operate 
hatchery stations in streams adjacent 
to their cannerics. One of the can- 
ners, whose views on this subject are 
pronounced, is Henry J. Gjertsen of 
Minneapolis, one of the chief stock- 
holders in the Pacific Coast and Nor- 
way Packing Company. which operates 
at Wrangell Narrows, the cannery hav- 

ing a daily capacity of 1200 cases. 

Gjertsen says: “The only way to pre- 
Serve Alaska’s supply of salmon and 
continue a profitable industry is to in- 
troduce artificial propagation on a 
large scale, and conduct the hatcheries 
with skilled operators. Nature hatches 
but 2 per cent. of the eggs. while by 
artificial means it is possible to trans- 
To 
comply with the present law canneries 
have established mall hatcheries, but 
they Accomplish little, if any. good: 
the canneries being in operation only a 
small part of the year. 


BOLD TO EASTERN’ SYNDICATE 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TACOMA (‘(Wash.) July 4.—{Eciu- 
sive Dispatch.] John T. Davis of this 
city has sold to an eastern syndicate 
for $50,000 control of an arsenic mine, 
located in Mineral Creek, fifty miles 
southeast of Tacoma. and owned by the 
Mineral Creek Mining Company. The 
same syndicate secures for $50,000 an 
interest in the mines now owned by the 
Rev. John Trash of Olympia. 

The arsenic mines have been devel- 
oped with 1400 feet of shafting and tun- 
neling, together with. five miles of 
wagon road, sawmill, electric plant and 
hoisting machinery. A tramway 1500 
feet long is being constructed. The 
purcharers will have reduction works 
completed in September, involving the 
installation of expensive machinery. 
The product will be sulphide of arse- 
nic and oxide of arsenic. Aside from a 
small mine near Everett, they are the 
only arsenic mines in the United 
States.

They seemed 
to realige that the action they were 
about to take would be but the begin- 
ning of a great movement in human 
vernment; that the grand doctrine 
hey were about to proclaim applied to 
the whole human rece, and would in 
time become the foundation principle 
of government throughout the world.

So believing, they put aside for the 
time being. this concise and forceful 
resolution, for the preparation of the 
more comprehensive, far-reaching and 
immortal Declaration of Independence 
the Declaration that recognizes the 
kingship and brotherhood of the whole 
humen race, the God-given right of lib- 
erty to each and all, that none can 
permanently take away. It is the Dec- 
laration of Indepen that we read 
and its adoption that we celebrate. and 
not the resolution introduced by Rich- 
ard Henry Lee. which passed on the 
tnd day of July.
